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THE NEW 


SYSTEM 

OF RECOMMENDING 


Tola year, throughout the Province 
of Alberta I he Staffs o r the Public 
and High Schools will be faced with 
the responsibility of Recommendii g* 
the School Pupils of Alberta frorn, 
Grade VIII to Grade IX, from Grade 
IX to Grade X, and cf recommending 
two subjects from Grade X to Grade! 
XI. One question that arises is, "Do 
the teachers fully realize the magni¬ 
tude of the responsibility that is now 
upon their shoulders?" 

We do not want to Imply Ihe idc a 
that we lack confidence in the ability 
of the teachers, nor in their inten¬ 
tions It is not with this idea at ell 
that thesei few words are written. In 
thij recommending of Students from 
Grade to Grade there is the whole fu¬ 
ture of the pupils schoollrg to>cci'- 
cider. W f e dere discussing this sys¬ 
tem with one of our teachers recently, 
and pointing t 0 a now successful 
teacher, he said, "There is a victim 
of the recommending system, and it 
took him years and years to overcome 
the setback he received." Ard in fur¬ 
ther conversation we were told that 
the future scholastic achievements of 
many students had been entirely ruin 
ed because of a lack cf foresight and 
a lack of appreciation on the part of 
the teachers in recommending their 
students. Over anxious to be tow a 
f. iver and give a student a c r .:anco and 
actually putting up a barrier that* 
this Student was never able to over¬ 
come. 

We would not like to be accused of 
minimizing the efforts of a scholar, 
nor of believing wholly and solely 
In examinations as the only basis of 
pre* notion. We are heartily in favor 
of the Honor System and the Recom¬ 
mending System, but if a pupil is go 
tng to be promoted to a higher grade 
when he or she is not quallled to un¬ 
dertake the work of that Grade, then 
wp say a thousand times better "to 
^avc an examination, than to send this 


idea of large pecentages in passing, 
but we shall not attempt to discuss 
them. They harldy come within the 
scope of this article. 

There, is however, one other point. 
As parents, how are you going to feel 
about It if your neighbor’s child is 
recommended from the grade and 
your own boy or girl is asked to re 
main and take the year’s work pgain 
T'.’.ere is a terrible strewn of fault¬ 
finding and ignorant criticism in the 
make up of humanity. We hope we 
shall not have to stop any bricks or 
stones, or other missies bee sue of this 
statement. It is only natural that as 
parents we should be interested. i|'| 
and jealous of our boys and girls ac- 
complishments, we would hardly be 
worthy of the name parents if thia 
were not so. At the same time this 
jealousy should not dull our vision. 1^ 
should not lead us to crillclze until we 
have gained possession ,of all of ttie 
facts of the case, and never should It 
lead us to criticize in the presence of 
->ur children, for when we do this we 
sow the seeds of discord and atrifei 
It is unavoidable that in this recom 
mending there will • be a great many 
surprises and not a few very keen dis 
ippointments. Who then is the best * 
iudge of a pupil’s ability to go on and 
take up another year’s wrork, the 
eacher or teachers who have been in 
iaily contact with the student^ or the 
parent who sees the child a few' hours 
of the day, and If he or she is like the 
great majority of parents, seldom if 
'ver takes the time to look' up the 
teacher and inrulre concerning the 
rogress of the student. What kind 
of a story regarding, attendance*, at¬ 
titude, conduct, and general average. 
Joes the monthly report show. Hpw 
nas the marks of the pupil been in pre 
ceding years ? Has there beea any- 
hing in inis year’s work in the way 
of illness, faulty vision or anything 
of this sort that may have been a de- 
errent to the .success of the pupil ? 

All of these things bave^Jtftelr bear¬ 
ing on the success of the children in 
their school work. It fJiey miss one, 
wo or three weeks in ^tfie year, they 
jreak into the continuity of the work, 
ind it requires a great deal of per¬ 
sonal workjto overcome this loss, and 
t must be said to our discredit, that 
too few of our boys and girls approb¬ 
ate the opportunity of schooling suf¬ 
ficiently to force themselves to woric 
If by any chance they can slip 1# 
vithout it.

NEW HEALTH KNOWLEDGE 


Scientific study has shown that 
fish flesh and broth are more effect¬ 
ive than meat and meat preparations 
In stimulating the secretion of gastric 
juice, the digestive fluid of the numan 
stomach, and now it has been estab¬ 
lished by Dr. S. A. Komarov, through 
research carried on at the fisheries 
biological station at St Andrew s, N.B 
that fish skin and skin broth are ev¬ 
en more powerful than fish flesh or 
broth in this regard. Dr Komarov’s 
discovery is a valuable adition to scie 
ntifle knowledge as to means of slim 
ulattng or diminishing gastric secret¬ 
ion.

For the past two years, Mr. Auld has been president of the Regina 
Provincial Exhibition Association. In 1928 Mr. Auld was secretary of 
the Royal Grain Inquiry Comm ssion. He is a director of the Regina 
Y.M.C.A., and has membership in the Canadian Society of Technical 
Agriculturists, the Saskatchewan Live Stock Board, and the Saskatche¬ 
wan Stallion Board.

It is oil e.i drairable to cubstitiute 
certain protein or corlxmydrate foods 
by some food more easily obtained by 
re :m»n of fluctuating prices or sup¬ 
plies. In feeding trials for egg pro¬ 
duction at the Dominion Experiment¬ 
al Station at Scott. Sank, the reduc¬ 
tion of protein lielow a certain per¬ 
centage, has reduced the egg produce 
tic* in a similar ratio. 

Perhaps the most common source 
of protein in the average farm poult 
ry ration is milk, ,but it is doubtful If 
the hen consumes sufficient milk to 
supply an adequate quantity of pro- 
cin for good egg production. Satais- 
factory results have been obtained at 
3cott by using In the mash 20 per 
?cnt of beef scrap testing 50 per 
cent protein. This ma^h is kept be¬ 
fore the birds in hoppers. In some 
parts of Canada, fish meal is cheap¬ 
er than beef scrap and usually con¬ 
tains 60 per cent protein. • A three- 
vear test comparing beef scrap and 
Ash meal for protein supplements, re¬ 
sulted in an increased egg production 
f four eggs per bird in favor of thej 
flail meal. The quantity of the fish 
mo:l was reduced according to the 
greater protein content and no taste 
of fish meal was detected In the eggs 
is is sometimes feared. Skim-milk 
>owder containing 33 per cent pro 
te n, fed in sufficient quantity to make 
the protein intake the same as in 
'.he check pen where beef scrap was 
isrd, gave a lower egg production by 
seven eggs per bird. 

The standard laying mash for a 
number cf years at the Scott Station 
was made up of equal parts by weight 
nf bran, shorts, oat chop, barley chop, 
md beef scrap, with an addition of 
a pound of fine salt and two and a 
ha’f pounds of fine charcoal per each 
hundred pounds of the mixture. More 
recently, a three year test has shown 
that the bran and shorts may be re¬ 
traced by an equal weight of wheat

In 1919, when tho position of Deputy Minister of Agriculture for 
Canada became vacant, Dr. Grisdale was appointed and he has held 
this position s nee that time, as well as having been acting commissioner 
of agriculture. 

Dr. Grisdale* acted ns advisor to the Canadian Government in Lon¬ 
don, England, in 1922, conferring with the British Ministry of Agricul¬ 
ture regarding regulations incidental to the lifting of the cattle em¬ 
bargo, also as agricultural advisor to tho Canadian delegation at the 1923 
and 1926 Imperial Confcreneo in England. In 1927 Dr. Grisdale headed 
tho Canadian delegation to tho Imperial Research Conference in London, 
and in 1929 represented tho Canadian Government on the Imprial Agri¬ 
cultural Bureaux Research Counc il. He is a member of the Canadian Re¬ 
search Council and joint chairman of tho council’s committee on tuber¬ 
culosis, as well as of a committee appointed to study the important ques¬ 
tion of cereal rust. Dr. Grisdale is a Fellow of the American Associa¬ 
tion for the Advancement of Science, of the American Genetic Associa¬ 
tion and of the Canadian Society of Technical Agriculturalists.
